Canners’ combine. The combine is now pur- 
chasing its tin cans in Pittsburg, for the 
good reason that it gets them there ten 
cents per case cheaper than it formerly got 
them in Wales. The loyalty of Mr. Marshall 
does not go the length of a willingness to 
patronize British workmen when American 
workmen turn out the required article for 
less money. Mr. Marshall, as head of the 
Canners’ combine pays the farmers of his 
riding from $21 to $25 per ton for peas; 
while the canners of New York state are 
paying $45 per ton for peas. Again Mr. 
Marshall's passion for Canadian industry 
does not go the length of a willingness to 
pay the Canadian farmer what the farmer 
across the line gets for the same article. On 
the stump, Mr. Marshall and Mr. Armstrong 
tell the farmers and the community at large 
that they could not make any money selling 
farm products in the United States, and 
that their sentiment of loyalty might suffer 
if they traded with the people of the Repub- 
lic. In their own affairs Mr. Marshall and 
Mr. Armstrong find it profitable to sell farm 
products on a large scale in the United 
States—and do it without any thought that 
they are endangering their attachment to 
their country or the Empire. Mr. Marshall 


also finds it proper to buy his cans in the}
